View-Master Movies, TV, Custom, and Special Reels 
by J. Clement 
Updated Jun 2022 


View-Master released a large number of reels which were essentially advertising for movies and TV 
shows. Before the advent of the home VCR people had very limited ways of reliving shows. Books, comics, 
and playbills were usually the primary souvenirs of shows. As an example, “Miracle on 34’th Street” came out 
as a book written after the movie. People fortunate to live in big cities could sometimes rent films of movies, 
but that was not available everywhere. View-Master provided an exciting method of reliving the shows with 
great realism. The movie show reels were photographed on the sets, and then were often available in a theater 
lobby. Some reels were made from frames of 3D movies. Some of the movie reels were limited production and 
are now quite rare. TV show packets were in the View-Master catalog and were displayed in stores, so many 
popular show reels are still available used at low prices. Three Reel movie packets photographed on the set 
were also in the catalog and are commonly available as used items. Cartoon movies were created in the View- 
Master studios as either dioramas, or 3D cartoons. These are covered under the artists who made the reels. 


Special reels were created for various purposes. Businesses would commission reels that they could 
give away as advertising. View-Master included sample reels with viewers that showed their products and 
single scenes from other reels. Training reels were created by the armed forces. Various organizations, 
especially the Stereoscopic Society, would create reels of their meetings. Holiday greeting cards with reels 
were created for View-Master as well as for private individuals and businesses... DVDs have pretty much 
taken over this market. Custom reels were created by photographers using the Personal Stereo Camera. 


There are too many examples of these types of reels to cover them all. There are incomplete lists on the 
web of these various productions. Books by Harry zur Kleinsmiede cover most of these products, but are 
probably incomplete because many special reels were confined to obscure businesses. Only a few examples are 
shown here. 








1954 A Tour of Sawyer's View-Master Plant 2 Fairy tales come alive 


This is a reel that was made for a book “Sawyer’s Story”. It shows how reels are made and packaged, as 
well as some products. This is the only published 3D view of any of the great View-Master artists. It also 
appears in the “Christmas Tour” and is republished a bit faded in the NSA Portland 89 reels.

This reel was given to visitors at the Sawyer’s plant in Portland during the Christmas season. It is 
identical to the Tour of Sawyer’s Plant except for the last image. The Tour reel shows products, but the 
Christmas reel shows the personnel around a Merry Christmas sign. The president of Sawyer’s is seated in 
front.

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1956 920-A 7 Battle of the Monsters - The sun's heat hatched a baby brontosaurus

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These scenes were from a short stop action sequence of the film “Animals of the World”. They were 
photographed on the set of this sequence. The scenes were created by Irwin Allen and Ray Harryhausen. View 
Master later reissued the scenes as a science series packet “Prehistoric Animals”. The reissue had shifted color 
balance that made the pictures dark and muddy. The scenes are very nice, but do not reflect the current research 
which showed that many dinosaurs had feathers and brilliant colors. 


1957 830A 3 Bobby, the Bunny - "Puppy, please tell me where to find the Easter Rabbit!" 


1957 830C 1 Skippy the Squirrel - Skippy played all summer in the great forest 


These two reels were included in packet 830 Bobby the Bunny along with “The Little Red Hen” by 
Florence Thomas. These would seem to be unique creations for View-Master, but may have been inspired by a 
TV show or some movie shorts. The images are very nice, and live animals were used as “actors”. The actors 
do not show much emotion and the series may have been abandoned because it did not appeal to many children. 
The Disney reels were the big sellers.

Some movies including 3D films had single promotional reels which were distributed at the showings. 
Inferno was a 3D film pictured on a single reel. It is now available as a 3D Blu-Ray. The story involves a wife 
and her lover abandoning her husband in the desert in hopes he will die and she will be free. The husband 
breaks a leg, but struggles back and fights the lover in a burning building. Such reels usually fetch a fancy 
price. Some 3D films are available as promo reels, but not as the original 3D movie.

The engaging live action/cartoon sequence was not reproduced on the reels. This is a very nice set 
which is still readily available in 2018. The scenes are mainly interesting and not static. 

While many Disney cartoons were created as 3D dioramas and later as cartoons, some live action 
movies were also released by View-Master. Song of the South. Sound of Music, and So Dear to My Heart were 
not on View-Master.

This packet shows scenes from a TV show which used actors in costumes with full head masks. The 
story is about a vacation that Babar has after a dream sequence. The 3D is good and might interest children, but 
I thought some of the masks looked creepy. The show was created in France and the reels came from the 
Belgium plant. 









1966 B4832 Voyage to the Bottom of the Sea 11 
The convicts escaped from the damaged Seaview (TV show) 


This was an award winning science fiction adventure series on TV that ran from 1964 to 1968. The 
scenes are very nice with evident action.

1969 B777 1-3 American Ballet Theatre - Peasant girls dance in hone of Prince's birthday 


1969 B777 3-6 American Ballet Theatre - Prince swears he will die with her by drowning 


This packet celebrates the creation of the Kennedy Center for the performing arts in Washington DC. 
The American Ballet Theatre became the center’s company and the reels show a series of scenes from their 
performance of Swan Lake as well as a shot of a model of the center. The scenes only lit the performers and not 
the background, as the photographer probably used a flash. The distance from the stage produced a somewhat 
distant picture with not a lot of depth, and a letterbox appearance. This appears to be the only packet featuring a 
ballet performance, and there are no opera reels, except possibly Florence Thomas’ Hansel and Gretel. 








1972 B5961 1-1 The Waltons - "Grandma's old beau is going to be caller at the barn dance!" 


The Waltons was a TV series from 1971 to 1981 based on a book about a W. Virginia family during the 
depression and World War II. In my opinion many of the scenes look like people just standing or sitting 
around, talking. Some scenes were more interesting, John-Boy doing shadow figures, and the last romantic 
dancing scene. Viewers who liked the show may appreciate the reels, as the scenes are well done even if a bit 
static. It is an art to select scenes from a movie for display as pictures, and I suspect many of the movie/TV 
reels have dull scenes. Some of the live action View-Master created stories have this problem. The split screen 
scene has some vertical a ali enment. 











1974 B5861 A7 Happy Days - ...then switched to Stevenson to impress a brunette 


This TV show ran from 1974 to 1984. The pictures are well done, and the packet has a well written 
booklet covering the story of this episode. The idealized era depicted in the show is now seen to be something 
that never existed. The idealized 50s was a product of the TV/movie shows from that period that ignored all the 
problems of the era, in homes that were often far nicer than the average. Many scenes show some action or 
animated expressions, so the set rises above just static pantomimes. I think sometimes the captions came after 
the shots. Scene A3 shows them sitting around the dinner table eating, but father’s caption is about sternly 
admonishing them to vote Republican. The scene does not quite match the caption. Fans of the show would 
probably like this set. Many of these shows were made on film, but only released on DVD, so the reels are one 
of the few ways to experience the scenes in HD. 
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1977 J 47 B2 Close Encounters- Meeting Place. Devil's Tower-LR 


This 3 reel set has only one genuine 3D photo shown above. The image is of Devils’s Towr with an 
unreadable map superimposed. The photo is probably from a previous scenic reel. All the other scenes are just 
2D stills posed like posters at various depths to give the illusion of being 3D photos. This same technique was 
used in some other packets where they did not have enough 3D photos taken on the sets.

This penultimate scene has 2 planes, the text, and the picture in the back. This is a fairly cheezy set, 
which unfortunately may fool many buyers. This type of 3D was also marketed on the early 19" century card 
where a flat photo would be posed behind a floral frame to simulate a true 3D image of the subject...

This advertising reel showed the editors of a 3-D magazine. Other scenes showed examples of 3D 
photography and a huge variety of 3D products. They also had a store that sold 3D products. The scenes were 
apparently photographed by a Realist format 3D camera and vertically letterboxed when needed.

1980 K89 Al The Thorne Rooms - Great Hall, English, 1550-160 
Restored by J. Clement from faded reels 
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These were restored from badly faded reels where the packet says “Special Services”. It is a museum 
packet featuring the “Thorne Rooms” in the Art Institute of Chicago. Thorne Rooms are miniature rooms to 
exact scale 1:12 or 1 inch to 1 ft. They were created by Narcissa Niblack Thorne (Mrs. James Ward Thorne) 
and many of them reside in museums including the Phoenix Art Museum and the Art Institute of Chicago. 
Eugene Kupjack, one of her assistants, continued to create scale miniature rooms, and his sons have carried on 
the work. Some rooms are copies of existing rooms, while others are research creations of rooms that look like 
rooms from a particular period. Considering the date, it is very doubtful that unfaded reels of this set exist. 





1980 K89 C1 Thorne Rooms - Great Hall, Pennsylvania 1752

This was a packet featuring “Family Album” pictures of the cast of “Eight is Enough”. It was a TV 
series that ran from 1977 to 1981, based on the autobiographical book by Thomas Braden. Probably all copies 
of these reels have faded to magenta due to a switch to an inferior film stock. A number of the scenes had poor 
alignment between the photos and the frame, which could cause some visual discomfort. 





1981 L32 I Go Pogo C7 Gone Fishin' 


These are scenes from the stop action movie “I Go Pogo” which was a political satire based on the 
reluctant candidacy of Adlai Stevenson. The scenes are very nice. Most of the reels have faded to magenta, but 
some were created after VMI switched to a more durable film. The scenes are cute with typical Pogo political 


humor. Reels dated 1981 have a better chance of existing on unfaded stock, and 1982-1989 are usually 
unfaded.

These scenes are from a paper cutout stop motion animation that also used live action and conventional 
animation. The two versions have come out on DVD, the raunchy PG theatrical version, and the G rated 
“Director’s Cut”. Most scenes have popouts but very limited depth, possibly the depth of the planes in the 
multiplane camera. There were several versions with swapped scenes and various cuts in addition to the dialog 
changes. The View-Master version has some action swapped from the “Director’s Cut”. Scene Al has 
probably the most depth, while B1 has some of the best usage of 3D. 
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1984 4047 Thriller Al - It's close to midnight 

Thriller was a music video which essentially advertised the album of the same name. The View-Master 
reels were shot on the set of the video. The images do not have the same sharp focus and detail as the 
Kodachrome reels before 1978. Two of the reels have frame violation and one is extreme. Two reels have 2D 
shots combined with a 3D background, but all of the scenes have true 3D shots. The shot below has the 2D 
head superimposed over the 3D background and there is bad vertical and horizontal alignment which makes the 
collar embed inside the head. The curled paper on the bottom left is also poorly aligned. Of course, none of 
this matters to Michael Jackson fans and sealed copies now go for fancy prices after his death. The scenes are 
basically nice otherwise, but some are a bit murky.

This is a souvenir packet published for the 1989 Portland meeting of National Stereoscopic Society. It 
features pictures from the show as well as a reel with old pictures from previous View-Master promo reels. The 
show pictures are excellent. 
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1989 NSA Portland 89 C 1 Depth-color at less than snapshot cost! 


This is on the reel featuring previous promo pictures. It was copied from reel DR-5 because the original 
slides had been trashed by GAF. All of the promo pictures were copied from old reels so they have much 
poorer resolution than the originals. The original promo reels are rare, so these copies make some promo 
pictures available at an affordable price. This copy lacks the detail of the older reel, and there is a more 
restricted brightness range than in the original Kodachrome. It is also reversed from the earlier DR-3 shown 


later in this article. 
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1995 Kupjack Miniature Rooms 1-1 Flag Room, Betsy Ross, Circa 1776 
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1995 Kupjack Miniature Rooms 4-1 Poor artist's studio loft circa 1954 








This is from a 4 reel set that is still available new unfaded in 2018. It features scenes from 4 different 
miniature rooms created by Eugene Kupjack. The rooms are Betsy Ross’s Flag Room, A French Provincial 
bedroom, An artist studio in Soho, and a Regency silver shop. The Betsy Ross room recreates in miniature a 
room in the historic Betsy Ross house, while the others are generic creations. These fabulous dioramas were 
created in 1:12 scale and are incredibly detailed. While not a show, these creations are often featured in 
museums. 





1992 4150 B2 Jurassic Park - The giant rn overturns a van (genuine 3D shot) 


The original Jurassic Park reels had the problem that the View-Master photographers were not allowed 
on the closed set. View-Master gave the official set photographer a 3D camera and some short training in 3D. 
The 3D photos were not numerous enough to fill a 21 reel packet so 2D photos were converted to 3D, according 
to Wolfgang Sell. At least around 6 scenes were conversions, or composites of 3D photos and 2D photos. B3, 
below, has just flat cutouts of the children posed at varying distances against the flat background. 





1992 4150 B3 Jurassic Park - Lee and Tim are trapped (conversion) 
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1997 4042 A4 The Lost World; Jurassic Park - It's just a baby 


The Lost world by contrast has all 3D photos. Some of the scenes suffer from one frame having poor focus or 
different color balance between the R and L frames. The picture above is one of the better shots in The Lost 
World packet. The scene below was apparently created from two independent 2D shots. There is a barrel on 
the lower left that is displaced between shots and appears to float in space. In addition the caption is not 
correct. This seems to be a shot of the set with a partial dinosaur puppet on a cart. Many of the scenes are 
murky and even after restoration some objects are difficult to identify.

1998 When the stars Came Dreaming 3 - "Long, long ago..." 


“When the Stars Came Dreaming” was a stop motion animation movie by Will Vinton Studios in 1998. The 
director was Jean G. Poulot. A single promo reel was created which showed some movie scenes and also two 
scenes of the studio. The studio scenes had some lighting problems including severe flaring in scene 7, and a 
dark spot on scene 6. The movie was available on a rare VHS tape “The Walkabout Collection Vol 1”. The 
View-Master reel only covers a few scenes and does not tell the story. The very good film tells an original story 
in the style of an Australian native legend with digeridoo music. The studio had their directors create a film of 
their choosing, and this was one of the results.

This is a 3 reel seasons greeting packet was created for employees to send out. Some were sent to 
special customers. Ironically, this plant was closed shortly after this time. Most of the reels had partially faded. 
All of the personnel who appear in the pictures are credited.

This is a 3 reel blisterpack without a story booklet. The views are images from the actual 3D computer 
animated movie. The scenes are nice and some have very good depth, but the reels had somewhat faded, as 
have most reels created from 1999 to an unknown date. 1978 to 1981 reels have severely faded to magenta 
color but 1981 to 1989 are OK. Recently made reels should be OK, but their lifetime is unknown. 





2001 73634-6019 Al Harry Potter Hogwarts Faculty - Albus Dumbledore, Headmaster of Hogwarts 


This is a series of reels showing scenes from the Harry Potter movies. The scenes are organized by topic 
and do not show the entire plot of a film. While the scenes are nicely posed, some are murky and dark. These 
were probably photographed with 3D cameras on the set of the film.

SWOIA Attack of the Clones AO1 - A long time ago, in a galaxy far, far away ... 


This three reel pack was apparently made from frames of the 3D converted movie. The packaging 
claims “BRIGHTER IMAGES, BIGGER IMAGES”. The images are letterboxed into the standard View- 
Master film chips so the images are actually smaller. They are probably referring to the 2001 viewer which had 
greater magnification, but with more obvious distortions due to the plastic lenses. The viewer picture on the 
back looks like the Star Wars viewer which might have greater magnification. Curiously the pictures on the 
packaging show the old aspect ratio images, not the letterboxed ones. The front cover also shows reels with the 
top notches, but the actual reels do not have them. As to brighter, many scenes are in shades of brown, and do 
not have the vibrant colors of older reels. Many of the frames have softer focus which contributes to a lack of 
detail. After scanning and refocusing these pictures look much better on a 3D monitor, than in a viewer. 


The Pat Whitehouse Show 
This is a 3 reel package showing a small selection from her 3D slide shows. She choreographed 3D 
images to music. Her most popular show was “The Halleluiah Chorus”. These astounding pictures are from 
three of her shows. These reels may be starting to fade. 
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The Pat Whitehouse Show — The Halleluiah Chorus 2 
She placed a camera in a strategic spot next to a nest, and then took the picture with a cable release 
while hiding in a blind. She captured amazing pictures from real life. She included pictures of flowers 
“singing” in this show.

This reel included images that you could easily see in your back yard, but would overlook. Some could 
just be snapped to get an abstract image. They include a mother bird in her next, rain on a leaf, a small pool of 
water held by a cluster of leaves, and bees covered by pollen in a flower. One wishes her entire library of 
images was easily available to enjoy in a show. 


Promotional Reels 
Promotional Reels were created to advertise View-Master products. These would be included with a 
Viewer or given away by sales people. The original reels were in the DR series. They would have pictures of 
products and sample pictures from reels. The earliest promotional reels were DR-1, DR-2... These are very 
rare, probably because they were thrown away and were only included for a while, so not that many were made. 
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1954 DR-3 View-Master Stereo Family 


This reel shows the View-Master products marketed in 1954 including the Stereomatic 500 projector 
and the Personal camera as well as the film cutter. The image shows a lady handling raw processed film, but 
does not show the work to create the personal reels.

While the camera was easy to use, the Realist format cameras had a big advantage in that the processor 
would return the slides already mounted. The View-Master Personal camera faded while the David White 
company continued to make Stereo Realist cameras. The 3D camera market died in 1955, and most cameras 
were discontinued.

The bigger pictures are only available on the viewer shown that has higher magnification. Often the reel 
packets advertise bigger images, but they will not get them on older viewers. The special viewer has plastic 
lenses that produce distortion. Distortion is not as evident in the older viewers with plastic lenses, and there is 
practically none in the oldest viewers with glass lenses. The Model D was the only viewer produced by View- 
Master with high magnification quality lenses. Unfortunately, it did not have achromatic doublet lenses so it 
has some color fringing (chromatic aberration).

The many unique special and personal reels should be scanned in 3D and restored for their historical interest. 
All of the reels manufactured between 1978 and 1981 should also be immediately scanned and restored before 
the color pigment decays too badly.
